The contracts embraced pumps, ma- 
chinery and iron castings. 

In Winnipeg » few months ago the 
City Council! awarded to the American 
Cast Iron and Foundry Company of 
Birmingham, Ala., a contract for 1,100 
tons of pipe, approximately $60,000 
worth of work. A Fort William firm, 
whose price was only $800 more than 
that of the United States firm, lost 
the contract when most of its plant 
was idle and hundreds of unemployed 
were walking the streets of Fort Wil- 
Nam 

The Works Department in Toronto 
purchased its 1918 supply of paving 
bricks, valued at approximately $40,- 
000, for the most part in United 
States. If Toronto brick makers had 
seoured the wages involved in this 
contract, Instead of their rivals in 
Ohio, many workmen, now in the 
bread line, would have had several 
months longer work, and therefore 
more savings to’tide them over the 
period of stress. 

It would be unreasonable to demand 
under all circumstances that Civic 
Purchasing Departments should buy 
the “Madein-Canada” product. It 
would be found, however, that ff the 
total cost of Toronto’s unemployment 
relief measures were added to the 
contract price of foreign firms, who 
secured orders {tn competition with 


| Canadian firms in Canada, that there 


would be no margin in favor of the 
outsiders. Self help fe the best form 
of philanthropy, and by helping Can- 
adlan factory workers and Canadian 
manufacturers to secure a larger share 
of civic business, Oanadian cities 
would be insuring against unemploy- 
ment 
The purchase of $1,000 of goods in 
our own city, or in our own country 
instead of purchasing abroad, means 
the addition of one man and his 
family to Canada instead of sup 
porting him abroad.

TUESDAY 


A meeting of Strathmore Town 
Council was held in the Town Hall 
last Tuesday. Mayor Lambert 
presided, and other C ‘ouncillors pre- 
i were Messrs G. T. Berry, F. 
R, Lilly, E. E. Zerkle, and H. J. 
Anderson. 

One of the principal items was a 
communication from the Alberta 
Pacitic Grain Co., asking the Coun- 
cil to send them a_ revised tax no- 
tice, and to give them the benefit of 
the five per cent discount on their 
taxes. 

In their assessment this year the 
Council assessed the elevatc ors, 
oil tanks, coal sheds, ete., on the 
north side of the railroad track at 
the same rate as Secénd Street pro- 
perty. Several of those assessed 
paid the taxes without any 
protest, but the Alberta Pacific 
brought the matter imto court, al- 
leging that the assessment wes un 


‘just and excessive 


The case was belore Hon Justice 


Winter in Calgary some time ago, 
and judgment was reserved, being 
handed down recently. It upheid 
the contention of the Comps ny, and 
though not placing the v aluat ion at 
figure de ssired, it cut it down tour- 
fiths from the figure placed by 
the town. In his decision, Judge- 
Winter stated that though land on

2nough on his laud to feed himselt. 
The only way to be independent on 
the farm was to grow food for your 
own table, He thought there was 
something wrong withthe man who 
could not manage to support a wile 
and family comfortably on a quart- 
er-section, if the land was any good 
at all, 

PREACHES MIXED FARMING 

For many years he had_ been 
talking to the farmer, and he had 
always preached diversified farin- 
ing, He had induced many to go 
in for it, and to raise their own 
vegetables, and the dainties tor their 
table, and there were many who had 
thanked him for it. 

If a man could not make a living 
it was not the tault of the Govern- | 
ment or the monopolists, it was 
largely his own fault. 

He could tell, by the prosperous 
and contented looks on the faces of | 
most of his audience, that he was 
in a mixed farming community. 

Whenever he was out in the 
country, and it got near mealtime, | 
he kept going till he found a house |
